A reservoir 1,000 feet long, G50 i'eet 
wide a t out: end, and running to a 
wedge at the other end, and with an 
average depth of six or seven feet, is 
being constructed by the 
city a t its 
tract of land near Condon 
Springs. 
Four “fresenoes" are being employ ed 
in the work, and others may be added 
later. 
P artial construction of the big dirt 
reservoir, which will have a capacity 
estim ated 
at 1*2,000,000 
to 
15,000,000

first move in development of an addi­ 
tional water supply .
